I have recently "boon getting our delicate mateii al into 
condition for distribution, and have wondered whether or not you 
were planning to extend the Singapore herbarium,and whether or 
not you wished to continue the exchange of botanical material. 

With Mr. Ridley I carried on a series of exchanges, and find from my 
records that I have sent to Singapore a few hundred more specimens 
than I received ftfom there. On the whole,however, the exchange 
is fairly even,and I an willing to consider it so. 

I presume that,circumstances permitting, you will continue 
the work of botanical exploration of the Halay Peninsula,md perhaps 
in Borneo or in Sumatra. If so,and you desire more Philippine 
material for purposes of oomx>arison, I shall be wiy glad indeed 
to continue sending you such duplicates as can be spared,in exchange 
for whatever Malayan material you may be able to send here* I think 
that you will agree with me in the statement,that working here on 
the Philippine flora, i'lalayan material is absolutely necessary 
for purposes of comparison. r Io a less degree .perhaps, although 
still of considerable value, Philippine material will oe found to 
be of use at Singapore for similar purposes.

English language published in England, Ameiica and oth

ledge of scientific agriculture and the methods by which 
agrarian problems are attempted to be solved by the people 
themselves in other parts of the world. 

III. To try to teach self-reliance and self-help and lessons of frugality 

and co-operation to the farmers and show them the advantages 
of securing cheap capital on joint security, co-operative princi¬ 
ples and well organised credit system. Constant and systematic 
efforts would be made to advise, guide and show, how to work 
up the co-operative credit societies. 

IV. To try to interpret faithfully and honestly the laws the Govern¬ 

ment enact from time to time and have enacted foi the good 
of the ryots and to inform the Government of the real wants 
and requirements of the ryots* 

V. To try to induce the leaders of society, men of light and leading 
and the philanthropic and public-spirited citizens to give 
their sympathies for the farmers and start institutions for the 
good of the farmers. 

VI. And to do all that is quite legitimate and loyal for the improve¬ 
ment of the one Industry and those that are engaged in it. 




VII. Politics and religion would be entirely excluded from and would 
find no place in our Journal. 

This is our programme and we hope we would be able to carry it on 
quite successfully. Jt is the consciousness of the w importance of this subject 
that has induced us to undertake this work.

Extract from Statutes, 

. 

Art. i. Lhe Commercial Intelligence Office (founded at the initiative of the „Maatschappij van 
Nijverheid”) established at Amsterdam, purposes the promotion of the foreign interests of Dutch Commerce, 
Industry, Agriculture, Fishery and Shipping, in relation to other Countries, by giving information of a 
practical nature to the public. /The office enjoys the cooperation of the Colonial Museum at Haarlem, 
including the Laboratory attached to that Institution, and has the use as a loan from the Museum of such 
objects as are considered by the directors of the latter to be of use to the Bureau at Amsterdam.

Art. 2. The office deals with information concerning: 

a. official statistics for Holland, its Colonies and Possessions, as well as for the most important countries 
of the world; 

b. import duties, customs regulations, patents, certificates of origin, monetary and banking matters, and 
similar matters; 

c. means of transport; 

d. daily papers, periodicals, directories, guides, etc; 

e. extracts from the documents named sub a, b, and d .; 

f. foreign exhibitions; 

g. foreign contracts open to tender; 

h. other subjects belonging to the sphere of the Office. 

Moreover communications will be made, as far as possible, and in that case not of a confidential 
nature, concerning: 

z. foreign samples received, their nature, packing, market value, etc., in as far as a description has 
been given by the senders, or in as far as their nature has been investigated by the Office; 

/• Suggestions received regarding the extension of commercial relations with foreign countries. 

Art. 3. The Office seeks to attain its aim 

a. by instituting a Bureau at Amsterdam, giving the information mentioned in Art. 2; 

b. by collecting particulars dealing with the information named sub a Art. 2; 

c. by opening a reading-room; 

d. by a temporary exhibition of samples of raw materials and products; 

e. by making use of the office buildings for publishing notices. 

f by granting cooperation to or receiving cooperation from other bodies, of like object to that of the 

Office, and from Chambers of Commerce at home and abroad; 

g. by adopting such measures, as would be considered necessary in connection with extension of its 
sphere ol activity, in accordance with the statutes. 

Art. 4. The Bureau is open to every visitor of good name and reputation. 

In connection with its work the Bureau includes the following departments: 

I. Commercial Intelligence; 

II. R e a d i n g- a n d E x h i b i t i o n Room; 

III. Department for the Colonial Museum at Haarlem and its Laboratory; 

IV. Administration; 

Art. 5 . The Society abstains from all commercial dealings; it ' may not be interested, 

cuhei directly 01 indirectly, in affairs about which it gives information or about which it supplies 

communications, noi may it enjoy any other profit from same, other than the fees mentioned sub Art. 14. 
(Art. 14 says fees derived from contributions, payments for the use of the readingroom and the giving 
of information, income derived from the exploitation of the office buildings, subsidies, legacies, endowments, 
or other gifts). 

Art. 15. I he administration of the Bureau has been entrusted to the A/g. Ned. Exporfbiad ,, 
Amsterdam, who are responsible for the yearly budget, approved of by them, under special agreement 
between the A/g. Ned. Exportblad and the Manager.
